Mr. Sanders, Mr. Clan and Mr. Lund gave a report on the 
Motel Business. They reported that eight motels in Grayling 
averaged 49% occupancy during 1973. Their request is that no 
other moteis Le allowed to lneate in town and that the Zoning 
Ordinance should be changed to preveni mew motels, it is the 
feeling of these motel owners that they would be unable to 
compete with a low rental motel. The eight motels used in the 
ovcupancy rate survey were Shoppenagon, Colonial, AuSable, 
Triangle, Kay-Lon, River Country, Fay's and the P'ine-Aire. Mr. 
Mckvers expressed the fecling that if the Zoning Ordinance were 
changed to deny admission of new business, the City 
Government would very possibly be subject to legal proceeoings. 
Mr. Morford explained to the motel representatives the method 
required to institute a change in the Zoning Ordinance. It was 
generally agreed that if the Motel Association or others wish a 
Zoning Ordinance amendment they will contael Gay Manager 
who will explain the process and help them draft a petition to 
Council for consideration at 2 later meeting. 

Mr. Holey appeared to discuss the eity rubbish pickup. The 
charge to city residents al the Township Landfill is $.50 per cubic 
yard. Mr. Morford has checked with Bernard Fowler, Grayling 
Township Supervisor, to verity this rate. A lengthy discussion 
with Mr. Lund and Wr. Sanders followed. Mr. Morford is te 
notify the motel owne:s through Steve Sauter when the rubbisit 
contract is to he re-negotiated. 

Mr. Richards discussed with Council the Plat of the 
Industrial Park. This project is almost complete but the remain- 
der will have te wait until the ground thaws. Restrictions con- 
cerning industrial waste should be written into the Plat regula- 
tions. The construction work at the site will also be completed in 
the spring. Motion by McEvers, supported by Palmer that the 
preliminary Plat of the Industrial Park be approved as present- 
ed. Ayes: 5, Nays: 0, motion carried. . 

Mr. Morford reported that the Industrial Park will be rated 
by the Commerce Department. It appears that we will get 2 
Class “B’ rating.
